Governor Young's state committee 


of six engineers brought in a report 
on Tuesday of this week, charging 
that the foundations of the ill-fated 
St. Francis dam that burst and cost 
the lives of 450 people were defec- 
tive. 


Th? report, made to the governor, 


reveals that municipally-built dams 
arc not under tho jurisdiction of the 
state. William Mulholland, designer 
and builder of the dam, declared on 
the witness stand at the coroner's 
inquest that the site was inspected 
and the dam approved by State En- 
gineer McCluro, now dead. This was 
not compulsory, but was done as an 
extra precaution, he said. The fact 
that dams built by municipalities are 
not subject to state supervision, al- 
though they may affect the safety 
und the property of citizens in sev- 
eral cities und counties, was con- 
demuud by the governor's fact find- 
ing board.

Two audiences, gratifying in size, 


greeted the performers of the Covina 
Lions club play last Friday and Sat- 
urday nights in the auditorium of 
the Covina high school, and they 
were appreciative audiences, respon- 
sive, and quick to rise to the situa- 
tions as the play' unfolded. Titled 
merely '' A Mystery Play,'' the plot 
justified the name. The denouement 
remained unrevealed until the last 
few lines were said. There was sus- 
pense throughout, .plenty of thrills, 
interspersed with comedy. 


Amateur plays have an advantage 


over professional offerings, in that 
the amateur organization can and 
does pi'ck a vehicle from the tried 
and true, while, the professional stage 
is often facing a failure through an 
attempt to put over an untried script. 
Every situation in the Lions club 
play had been worke'd out as "sure 
fire," and under the direction of An- 
thony Schornagle, whp, without ques- 
tion, knows this business, the plot 
moved forward rapidly, maintaining 
the interest throughout.

more involved than the play itself, as I 
to how it is possible to take con- 
tractors, lawyers, teachers and busi- 
ness men, and make them into tem- 
porary actors.

playajare better than they used to be, 
for the reason that in any town the 
material at hand is better than in 
the old days, and there is someone 
in each community trained to a de- 
gree in the technique and mechanics 
of the stage; ' It is hard work to 
stage an amateur play, but when it 
is as good as this one, it is certainly 
worth the effort. 


The mystery in this offering re-, 


volved around an international crook, 
a gentleman of the shadows, whose 
penchant was for jewels that kings 
have languished for, and who had 
the heart of a murderer. One Phillip 
Vantine, a part played by Thomas

The cabinet is in the house 
but a few hours, however, before 
another strange Frenchman makes 
his way into the home, and is found 
dead by the cabinet with two small 
punctures in his hand, where poison 
has been mysteriously injected. A 
strange woman also figures at this 
time, much to the mystification of 
the family and the police. The own- 
er of the house, who is the collector 
of rare furniture, is the next victim 
in the same room. He staggers out 
of the room and falls dead. His 
hand has been punctured in the same 
manner. Lorna Webster, his niece, 
is overcome by the tragedy, and is 
consoled' by James Godfrey, a young 
newspaperman, in love with her. The 
love theme is carried by these two, 
played by Madeline Cornell and 
James G. Hodges. 


Inspector Grady of the New York 


police force, played by G. Z. Mc- 
Clelland, arrives on the scene with 
his assistant, Simmonds, played by 
George Meek, and a typical third de- 
gree scene ensues, when everybody is 
under suspicion. Through all the 
scenes the butler of the household 
is in and out, as played by Eev. 
George Steed. The footman, Kogers, 
as played by Phil W. Nash, is strong- 
ly suspected of the murders, and his 
actions are sufficient to.warrant this 
finger of suspicion. Figuring later 
arc the characters of Tim Morel, a 
policeman, played by Edwin Jobe; 
Madame do Charriere, a blue-blooded 
lady with a crimson past, as played 
by Margaret Newsom; Julia, her 
maid, played by Gail Moody, and 
the part of Colonel Piggot, a mythi- 
cal, off-stage character.

He pleads for the return of 
his cabinet, and is finally refused be- 
cause the police believe the sinister 
box has something to do with the 
murders. The Frenchman effects an 
entrance in dead of night in an' at- 
tempt to rifle the box, and is held at 
pistol point by the young newspap- 
erman. The Frenchman explains that 
he is Col. Piggott, the famous detec- 
tive, and is accepted) as such, until 
the niece suspects him and forces his 
confession that he is Couchard, the 
international crook. He threatens 
her with death by poison and a sim- 
ilar death for her lover. A little lov- 
er's code, which they had evolvei" 
earlier in the action, makes it possi 
ble for the girl to warn her lover 
arouse his suspicions, and finally re 
suiting in a terrific struggle between 
the two men, and the capture of the 
famous crook. It has developed that 
the cabinet has a poison chamber, 
with two steel prongs that leap out 
when u spring is pressed, resulting 
in death to anyone operating it un- 
guardedly. It has another chamber 


,from which the jewels of fabulous 
value are extracted, and which are 
the reason for the attempt of the 
crook to secure the cabinet. 


Outstanding in the action was that 


of Judge Eeed in his triple character, 
a suave Frenchman, a noted detec- 
tive, and an infamous crook. It was 
difficult to remember that this part 
was being played by a quiet justice 
of the peace of the community, and 
that fact is the reason for the high 
praise his delineation of the part re- 
ceived. 


For comedy and difficult character 


portrayal, Eev. Steed deserves more 
than ordinary commendation. The 
English butler was the comedy hit of 
the play. Mr. McClelland's handling 
of the part of a hard-boiled chief of 
detectives was convincing at all 
times, and his assistant, George 
Meek, got away with his roughneck 
role with ability. Phil Nash, as the 
accused footman, supplied sonte of 
the. pathos, an innocent man with his 
own troubles. Mr. Hodges made his 
part of the alert American newspap- 
erman tingle with vivacity. Being a 
crook play, the female parts were 
somewhat subordinated. The theme 
is something that can be called a 
man's job throughout. But the wo- 
men in the cast acquitted themselves 
splendidly, 
supporting 
the 
rapid 


movement of the play in a commend- 
able manner. 


The Covina Lions club staged this 


play to raise money for local enter- 
prises, and were well supported by 
the people and the business men of 
the 'city and valley. E. D. Johnson's 
orchestra supplied music between 
the acts. The club was assisted by 
the Elite millinery shop in furnish- 
ing costumes for the ladies, by the 
Scofield furniture company in sup- 
plying sets for the scenes, and by the

school officials. New scenery, built 
by the club for the play, was do- 
nated to the school.

University Will 
Test Dam Cement 


For San Gabriel 


According to Supervisor Sidney T. 


Graves, executive chairman of the 
flood control department of Los An- 
geles county, testa to determine the 
amount of cement necessary for the 
construction of the San Gabriel dam 
will be completed and ready for an- 
nouncement within the next two 
weeks. 


The department has arranged with 


the University of California in Berk- 
eley for the use of its large cement 
testing machines. The preliminary 
work has entailed the construction of 
large cylinders which, are too great 
in size to be tested in county ma- 
chines. 
The testing machines at 


Berkeley are said to be the largest 
in California, and after the tests are 
completed it will be known just 
what proportioii of cement will be 
necessary at San Gabriel canyon. 


The supervisors authorized an ap- 


propriation covering the expenses of 
transporting the cylinders to Berk- 
eley, as those of the county engineer 
to supervise the tests.

Concrete, Rock 
Samples of Dam 
Put on Exhibition 


Puente Journal, March 22: Speci- 


mens taken from the ill-fated St. 
Francis dam which gave way last 
week are to be seen in the front 
window of La Puente Journal. 
The 


Journal is indebted to S. Chester 
Mclntosh, vice-principal of the Pu- 
ente high school, whose sister, her 
husband and young son met death in 
the raging flood. Mr. Mclntosh se- 
cured permission from Sheriff Trae- 
ger to visit the site of the dam, and 
on Sunday, in company with his fa- 
ther, W. R, Mclntosh of Alhambra, 
brother, D. H. Mclntosh of Colton, 
and two others, spent the greater 
part of the day making an inspec- 
tion of the remaining portion of the 
dam and of the conditions of the 
earth and mountainside on which the 
dam was built. 


Mr. Melntosh brought a shoe box 


full of samples taken at the scene 
of the catastrophe. The samples of 
concrete show evidences of softness, 
and many of the pieces crumble be- 
tween the lingers. One wing, or re- 
taining wall, was built to rest on a 
brownish or reddish sandstone or 
clay, which is easily pulverized be- 
tween the fingers. The west anchor- 
age was built on what was supposed 
to be a granite formation. Samples 
of this material are soft and have 
the appearance and very much the 
texture of soapstone. 


A fourth sample is that of hard- 


pan or bedrock, on which the dam 
sets. The samples which are shown 
wore taken directly under the dam. 
In substance, the samples are gritty, 
easily pulverized between the fingers, 
with a trace now and then of a clay 
formation. Mr. Mclntosh states that 
this hardpnn or bedrock offered lit- 
tle resistance to the onrushing wat- 
ers, which cut a new channel thirty 
feet below the original bottom of 
the dam. 


I. S. PEARSON, CARPENTER,

I. S. Pearson, a resident of Covina 


for many years, died at the general 
hospital, Lo.s Angeles, on March 11, 
and was interred in Los Angeles.
